Dear Kr Ivon: 

Harold Weisberg recently \n*ote to you end advise-’ you that I 
aight inquire regarding a physical description of Thomas Beokham . 
Instead of Uniting ny inquiries simply to Bedkhara, I wonder if I 
might prevail on you to read the enclosed report tuid possibly to 
sugest lends that might help me specificly to identify the individ- 
ual described there. 

According to news stories, James Karl Bay, the alleged killer 
of U art in Luther King, traveled to Toronto e short time after the 
shooting, remained there for a couple of months, then traveled to 
London, to Lisbon, and finally bach to London -where he was arrested 
by .British police. 

Some of us are pursuing the suspicion that the nan (or men) 
involved in those travels was not James Karl Hay, but rather was e 
person who may have been an accomplice in the assassination of 
President Kennedy. Por the sale of expediency, and in order to Veep 
open the possibility that different individuals ’ere Involve* 1- the 
travels, I refer to him as Toronto Bay, London Hay, -mi the like;. 

As yet I am not fully informed nhout all the '-vidence that has 
been '■otherr* in oonneetior -ith the so -sailed .false Hay. hr-ferring 
chiefly to the evid 'r.cc of which I have personal know ledge, I regard 
1+ not conclusive, but nevertheless highly indicative tb"t our :;ng- 
pioions ere correct. The various data thxt ore at least indicative 
enough to enoourage the expectation that further inaulry will produce 
conclusive re nulls that substantiate the suspicions. 

I na especially interested in the identity of London Bay, for 
interviews in Loudon are still under wry. Wy contact in London la 
seeking to learn whether London Key is James Karl Hoy. It appears 
from the report on Mrs Thomas that it v<os not Jame3 Earl Hoy v;ho 
stayed with her. Dieb Sprague snvested that I try Thomas Beckham 
n3 ?. possibility, and I sent pictures of Beckham to London so that 
they could be shown to witnesses there. 

I also Mat a pioturo of William Seymour, for — strictly on the 
basis of the photo and suoh information r.s is available in the Warren 
Lon's records — I regard Seymour as a muoh more intriguing 
prospect than neokham. Krs Thomas identified a 1959 photo of P.Ry 
ns being the one that most nearly resembled the person whom -he 
knew as Sneyd, and Seymour bears quite a olose resemblance to that 
photo .

Jnecifioly , 
of oourse, I .vould like to know the '•.obits and physionl character- 
istics of Beckham nr.d 3eynour, but if other prospects seer, llk»ly 
to you, pler.se cation too. 

I urrs you to re£arfl this ratter eonf idertial, at least until 
some public disclosure of the evidence oocura. If the results of 
various innuiries support what 1 suspect, then this issue r.ny he 
the ton of bricks that breaks the hack of those who conoenl the truth 
about the assassinations, and for that reason disclosure should 
rest with someone who possesses all the evidence. If, however, our 
suspicions prove wronn, or should be unproyafcla, then disclosure 
con be very harmful.

SUBJECT* Location of SANDRA NEAL 


On June 5, 196a, I received a telephonic request from GARY 3AKDERB to 
locate one SANDRA HEAL, formerly of New Orleans. Her last known address was 
given as 2420 Highland Ave., Los Angeles (1059). She was known to have 
attended Dorsey High School in Los Angeles. 

Because of ay then current preocupation with final examinations, I asked 
JOEL PALMER to find MISS HEAL. On June* 13, PALMER went to the Highland Ave. 
address and found that the 2400 block was now under the Santa Monica Freeway. 

On June 14, I visited the Los Angeles School District to obtain their 
record of close relatives and friends. The person 1 spoke to was cooperative, 
could not locate the correct file. 

I then located a marriage certificate (attached) for one SANDRA REBECCA
